The first -conference was held in the 
Broadway Central Hote! with the forty 
meén” who comprise the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Bratherhood of Locomotive 
Firemen and: Enginemen.* At this confer- 


Lenee. Chairman Carter presided. 


The second conference- was held at. the 
Hotel Mahfiattan in. Judge Knapp’s rooms. 
It ‘wasparticipated in bythe Managers’ 
Committee, of which Elisha Lee is Chair- 
The disappointing feature of the confer- 
ence; according to“representatives: of ‘the 
firemen, was that in neither case was anv 
effort-succebsful to pass. beyond the mat- 
ters that have been thrashed over several 
times ‘already without any. visible results. 

After Judge Knapp had retired to his 
room , toy rest. last ‘night the Executive 
Comniittee of the firemen-held a protract- 
ed Session at the Broadway Central Ho- 
tel.

STATE SINKING FUND 


Should Be Applied Each Year to Re: 
demption of Bonds. 


To the Editor of The New ¥ork Times: 

Tur “Timus’s news item from Albany, 
entitled ‘‘ $19,000,000 Surplus Left to One 
Clerk,” I have read with interest. Tur 
Times has had séveral articles during the 
last three years calling attention to the 
vicious character of the sinking fund on 
the highway and canal bonds. 

It would seem to be-a primary. princi- 
ple that the State of New York should 
have no sinking fund which accumulates 
for more than twelve months. The sink- 
ing fund should be used each year to re- 
tire an amount of bonds equal te the ac- 
cumulations in the sinking fund. The 
State of New York should not issue its: 
bonds payable in fifty years. withaut. op- 
portunity of redemption or retirement. It 
an issue of $50,000,000-is required, and it 
is necessary ta issue them ali at one time, 
then ‘the sinking fund should amount to 
$1, 000,000 per annum, and retire $1,000,000 
of bends each year, We should not have 
the ridiculous: proposition of arriving at 
the fqrty-ninth year after the issue of our 
fifty-year bonds. with $49,000,000 of sink- 
ing fund and $50,000,000 of débt.

rhe charge made yesterday by Congress- 
man Mann, Kepubilean fioor teader, that 
the Democrats’ weré ieaderiess and: ‘piling 
up paPPxepriations like a. ““disorganized 
mo had left its sting on Mr. Clark, 
ei Underwood and Representative John 
J. Fitzgerald, Chairman of the: Appropriu- 
tions VCommittee,. and: they. decided | to 
to try to check ‘the present tendency of 
the House majority: toward careless ex- 
venditure. 

Mr, Fitzgerald. pointed out in a canter 
ence with Speaker Uiark and. Mr.. Under- 
wood that at the present rate of appro- 
priation the.

$1,019,000,000, appropriated last session. 
Unless there was a vigorous retrenchment

044,000,00U. * Unless there was a. deter- 
mined lopping off of -sonie. items, Mr. 
Fitagerala said, the prospective appropri- 
ations this year would bea . $$u,000,000 
higher thag those of 1910, and Democratic 
professions of economy: would flit like an 
evanescent dream. After the conference 
with the Speaker, when the appropriations 
situation was canvassed, Representative 
Underwood ‘consulted with Mr. Padgett of 
the Naval Committee, -which yesterday 
agreed to report a Naval Appropriation 
bilk carrying» $146,818,364, and with Mr. 
Burnett of the’ Public Buildings Commit- 
tee, which is,straining to present a meas- 
ure recommending $30,000,000 for the erec- 
tion of buildings throughout the country. 

‘Mrz Underwood asked Mr. Padgett to 
reconsider. the Naval bill and endeavor 
to slice about $18,000, or $20,000,000 off, 
it. He also asked Mr. Burnett to- limit‘ 
the -public’ buildings appropriations to 
what was absolutely necessary. ‘‘ Cut it 
in half,” he suggested. Following the 
conference between Messrs. Undergood 
and Padgett, the latter called the .Demo- 
cratic members of the Naval Committee 
into. executive conference. Sentiment in 
the c®mmittee~ was not very favorable 
to cutting. the Naval bill, which the com- 
mitteemen regarded as a very conserva- 
tive measure. The Navy Department sub- 
mitted estimates calling for an appropria- 
tion of $168,946,179 for the coming fiscal 
year, and the amount recommended by 
the committee ‘was $22,000,000 below the 
estimates. 

The ‘‘economic’’ situation is a very 
tense one in the House, and the path of 
the Democratic Party is. full of rocks. 
Mr. Fitggerald asserted that he had done 
his best to curtail expenditures without 
interfering with the legitimate funetions 
and services of. the Government, He said 
he had tried to stop the expenditure of 
public money to gratify ‘‘every whim

In the opinion of Messrs. Clark, Under- 
wood, an 


single problem of economy. The success 
or failure of the carefully laid plans for 
the revision of the tariff under Dem- 
ocratic auspices may hinge upon the 
extent to which the Democratic leaders 
at this session are able to hold down ap- 
propriations authorized now, and to be 
spent in the fiscal year 1914, beginning 
July 1 next. The level‘ of the rates .be- 
fore the coming revision of the tariff will 
depend primarily on the amount of rey- 
enue to be raised. An-increase of $115,- 
000,000 in appropriations, compared with 
those authorized last session for the. cur- 
rent year, would: necessitate the raising 
of that much additional revenue. It is 
true that the Democrats contemplate ‘the 
enactment of:an income tax law, but that 
is regarded as necessary to care for the 
present gait of expenditure and compen- 
sate for loss of: revenue through reduc- 
tion of tariff rates or transfer of dutia- 
ble articles to the free list. 

Mr. Fitzgerald asserted on .the House 
floor yesterday that the bills reported at 
this session, unless revised, would eat up 
the $100,000,000 contemplated from the in- 
come tax. To-day he pointed out that 
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d Fitzgerald, there is a. more 
serious aspect to the situation than the |. 
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members asking for appropriations. had 
been justifying them on the ground that 
an income tax bill would be passed next 
year. Democratic leaders estimate that 
to raise $100,000,000' through an income 
tax it would be necessary to fix the tax 
rate at 1 per cent. Republicans think it 
will be necessary to ne? ate the rate of 
2 per cent. to raise $100 But 
aside from which is correct, it Fasaanona prob- 
ably be necessary to double the income 
tax rate unless there was an elimination 
of the $115,000,000 excess of appropria- 
tions this| year over those of last year, 
provided the Ways ‘and Means Commit- 
tee should conclude not to make the. re- 
ductions: it contemplates in the tariff 
rates. 

Another complication in the situation is 
the rivalry dnd friction between the bat- 
tleship and public building factions on 
the Demucratic side.

Supt. Dunphy of Randall’s Island 
Schools Answers Dr. Goddard. 


Mary C.* Dunphy, Superintendent of 
Children’s Hospitals and Schools at Ran- 
dall’s Island, issued a statement sester- 
day sharply attacking “ Dr...Geddard -for 
his repert on the education of the topper) 
minded in the New York City schools. ! 
Her reply. charges Dr. Goddard. with lack 
of information, and she quotes’ the. fol- 
lowing séntencé from his report: 

“While not expressing an opinion on 
the character of the work’ of the. insti- 
tution, it is: unfortunately true that; in 
the popular. mind its reputation is not 
ood.’’ . Supt.. Dunphy ‘asserts that Dr. 
oddara’s. only. personal knowledge: of, 
conditions on. Randall's Island ‘was. ob-' 
tained on a visit of one hour made about 
a year ago. On this she observes; ‘ 

“That this lack of personal. research 
invalidates .‘his’.entire. report '‘will be -the 
conclusion’ of. thinking people...
